Third Raid in Few Weeks 
Due to Study of Traffic in 
Middle West. 





iS LARGEST SEIZURE 





Neighbors Assert Many Well 
Dressed Women Were 
Among the Patrons. 





The third raid on a Chinese opium 
joint within a few weeks was made 
early Saturday and, with the seizure of 
50 pounds of the drug, said to be worth 
$18,750 at retail, the police and the Fed- 
eral revenue officers who made the ar- 
rest are working on the theory that St. 
Louis is the headquarters for the Mid- 
dle West for the distribution of the 
insidious and forbidden drug. 

This is the second big seizure of 
opium in St.- Louis recently. Inspector 
J. H. Brown and Special Agent Brad- 
ley of the customs service raided a 
Chinese place at 23 South Eighth street, 
four weeks ago, and discovered 83 small 
cans of opium. This drug, according to 
a Chinaman, was worth $5000. 

This makes $23,750 worth of opium 
seized in St. Louis, and the officers be- 
lieve the work has only begun. 

For some time Revenue Officer R. H. 
Love and Special Gauger George F. 
Anderson have been on the lookout for 
violations of the law concerning the sale 
of opium. 

Suspicion was directéd against Hom 
Koing, a Chinaman who conducts a 
chop suey restaurant at 88 North 
Twelfth street. 

The officers, who spent much time at 
night investigating suspected cases of 
this kind, were attracted by the smell 
of opium in the vicinity of Twelfth and 

_ Morgan streets, They also obseryéd the 1 
character of the persons who frequented 
Hom’s place, and decided that it was 
an opium den. A raid was finally de- 
cided upon Friday night. 


Smell Stronger Than Denials. 

The aid of the city police department 
was asked and Detective Peter Wells 
and Special Officers Andrew Stevenson, 
Albert White and i’eter Fleming were 
assigned to the case. 

They went to Hom’s place and ques- 
tioned him. He denied all knowledge of 
opium in the vicinity, but the smell of 
it was too strong to be mistaken, It 
was after midnight when they searched 
the place. 

In the Chinaman’s sleeping room they 
found a shaving cup halr full of opium, 
and several small tin cans which bore 

*" traces of the drug. Still they could 
‘prove nothing, as Hom claimed the stuff 

was for his own use.s He repeatedly 
denied that he had ever sold or given 
any of it away. 

He was arrested and taken to head- 
quarters. A search of his clothing 
revealed a rent receipt for two rooms 
at 812 North Twelfth street, only two 
doors away from his restaurant. The 
receipt showed that Hom had rented the 
place July 15. He had been at 808 about 
a year. 

“You say you live and sleep at No. 

| 808," said the officers. “Why, then, 
do you have two extra rooms near 
t by?”

NEW YORK, July 23.—A canvass of 
art collectors who might come under the 
category of “New York millionaires” 
failed to reveal one whose initials even 
remotely correspond with the ones men- 


tioned in the dispatch from Paris. 

Leonardo da Vinci's - portrait of 
“Mona Lisa,” also called “La Ja- 
conde,”’ or “‘La Gloconda,” is one of¢the 
world’s famous paintings. In European 
art circles it is considered to rank sec- 
ond in value only to the Sistine Ma- 
donna by Raphael. Both are priceless. 
It is a matter of gossip, though no of- 
ficial verification of the rumor has ever 
been given, that the British Govern- 
ment offerred £1,000,000 for “La Jo- 
conde” and-that the offer was refused. 

The task of painting “La Joconde”’ 
was difficult and painstaking in the 
cxtreme. Da Vinci found that his model, 
who was the third wife of a Florentine, 
Francesco Del Gioconda (whence the 
name), assumed the peculiar expression” 
which he wanted to. depict only when at 
ease ip 2B certain posture and when lis- 
tening to a certain strain of music.

Superintendent Froest of Scotland 
Yard is reticent as to the supposed 
whereabouts of the wanted man and 
woman in Canada. It was ascertained 
however, that the police believe that 
Crippen and his companion crossed the 
Atiantic from a continental port. 

Scotland’ Yard is proceeding on the 
suppositiof that the woman who killed 
herself in Bourges, France, July 13, was 
not the missing typist, despite the 
strong identification made by French 
police. 

Inspector Dow has been in direct 
charge of the search for the doctor and 
his typist, and the fact that he is to go 
to Canada appears to give added im- 
portance.to the new line upon which the 
officials are acting. 


First. Clew of Real Promise. 
The present clew is the first of real 


promise which the authorities have ob- 
tained since Crippen and his typist dis- 
appeared, and the body of the woman 
believed by the police to be Belle El- 
more, the actress wife of the physician 
was unearthed in the cellar of the Crip- 
pen home. !

They told Werremeyer a peddiler had 
insulted the little girl. From their de- 
scription, Werremeyer. thought the man 
was Anderson, whom he had sentenced 
on the former occasion. He directed 
the men to go to Clayton and procure 
& warrant for Anderson. 

A short distance down the road, he 
met Anderson, walking toward Clayton. 
He placed him under arrest, and fearing 
the- posse would deal summarily with 
him if he was overtaken, Werremeyer 
drove rapidly to Clayton. 

Anderson denies having insulted the 
child. He says -he called at the Ruby 
home and asked for a drink of water, 
and that as the child handed {ft to him,

It is declared by Kreismann’s friends 
that Kiel considered that Stifel had read 
himself out of the party by attacking 
the Mayor in his speech at the North St. 

The 
insurgents declare that Mayor Kreis- 
mann has enough members of the Re- 
publican City Committee lined up with 
him to oust Kiel as chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee, and is in a 
position to dictate terms.

ceeding on condition that Gardner fur- 
nish a sufficient bond. Attorney Spen- 
cer argued that a small bond would 
be adequate in the International com- 
pany’s case, as most of the funds of 
«that company were held in the name 
of tlie Continental company. Judge Mc- 
Quillin fixed the bond at $10,000, . and 
specified Tuesday at 10 o’clock for its 
submission in court. 

If the bond proves satisfactory the 
appeal will have the effect of holding 
up the receivership proceedings in the 
case of the International companies un- 
{il such time as the Supreme Court can 
pass on the matter. Judge Spencer an- 
nounced that he would take the same 
action Monday for the Continental Com- 
pany. He said he would have appealed 
for the latter company before this if 
Judge Withrow’s court had been in ses- 
sion. 

At the conclusion of the session Satur- 
day afternoon before Referee Caulfield, 
the insurance hearing will be continued 
until next Thursday or Friday, at which 
time Gardner promises to have his wife 
present to testify concerning the transfer 
of the $17,000 note and deed of trust which 
the receivers of the twin insurance com- 
panies are seeking to recover. 

Harry L. Orear, former cashier of the 
companies, and Accountant Wilson, act- 
jng for the receivers, went over the 
books of the companies Saturday in an 
effort to ascertain the exact amount of 
money Harry B. Gardner appropriated 
during the formation of the companies, 
and the exact total amount of cash 
turned into the treasuries of the Conti- 
nental and International companies up 
to the time the receivers were appoint- 
ed. Orear will be recalled to the stand 
Saturday afternoon to testify to these 
amounts if the examination of the books 
is completed in time. 

Stenographer Testifies. 

The evidence heretofore has been con- 
fusing as to the exact amount of cash 
received on stock subscriptions as a 
basis for comriling the commission due 
Gardner under his alleged contract as 
fiscal agent allowing him 2 per cent 
commission. Attorney Leahy announced 
Friday that he expects to complete the 
receiver's side of the investigation to- 


day. 
Miss Estelle Bradley of 4416 Kennerly 
avenue, a copyist’ and stenographer 


«formerly employed by Gardner, testified 
Friday that she copied the minutes of 
the directors’ meetings in long hand in 
the book introduced in evidence and 
identified by Gardner as the basis of his 
authority for collecting his 2% per cent 
commission. She was postive in her 
testimony that the minutes in long hand 
were exact copies of the notes given her 
by Gardner to copy. These minutes. do 
not show that the resolution was adopt- 
ed, and say nothing about the payment 
of Gardner’s commission “out of the 
first money paid in.” 

Miss Bradley testified that the type- 
written minutes in the scrapbook Intro- 


and true’’ minutes were not those Gard- 
ner gave her to copy. Gardner grew 
nervous during Miss Bradley’s testi- 
mony, and frequently interrupted Judge 
Spencer, his attorney, to suggest ques- 
tlons to be asked. 

Douglas Withdrew From Note, 

Grant Gillespie, Lee W. Grant, and W. 
H. Douglas, three of the “attorney” 
incorporators, testified Friday as to 
their connection with the ii#urance 
companies, Grant signed the incorpora- 
tion papers as an accomodation to Judge 
Estes, and verified the statements of 
Felix Cornitius and F. X, Gerraghty of 
the day before that they had ‘no furth- 
er connection with the promotion of the 
companies than their signatures to the 
formation petition. ‘ 

Gillespie and Douglas, who are law 
partners, furnished the “shoestring” of 
$1500 to Gardner which formed the basis 
of the promotion of ‘he companies. 
Douglas testified that he signed a note 
to the Union Station bank for $1500 with 
Gillespie and paid the money to Gard- 
ner as part payment on stock. He said 
he thought the Investment was “a gooa 
thing,” but later changed his mind and 
withdrew. He said he had been released 
from the payment of the note and did 
not know how it was finally paid.

every ElLepublican of St. Louis. In his 
public addresses, the Mayor declared 
in favor of the Republican platform 
and he accepted the nomination of 
his party with that understanding 
and every Republican who voted for 
him understood that he was in favor 
of the platform and would be gov- 
erned by it in the administration of 
city affairs. In his speeches he de- 
clared in unequivocal terms: 

“I stand squarely on the platform 
adopted by the Republican city con- 
vention at which I was nominated for 
Mayor. I am opposed to the arbi- 
trary and will not yield any consid- 
eration to the Terminal association 
except as a condition precedent that 
the arbitrary shall be abolished, 
meaning thereb; «a reduction of the 
present rates to an equitable basis. 

I ama in favor of the speedy com- 
pletion of the free bridge, believing 
it to be the means by which the ar- 
bitrary can and will be abolished. 

In the making of appointments I 
shall be governed by the recom- 
mendations of the City Committee, 
fully appreciating my obligation to 
the committee for the labor and work 
they are doing toward my election 
and the election of the entire Re- 
publican ticket. They are the work- 
ers and they should pe recognized, 
and you men will get what is com- 
ing to you if the committeemen in- 
dorse you. I am opposed to the ar- 
bitrary and if elected will do every- 
thing in my power, personally and 
officially, to abolish the arbitrary, 
which is nothing more or less than 
a burden placed upon commerce com- 
ing into this city from the east. 

He further declared that no con- 
cessions should be made to the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association upon 
any other terms or conditions than 
that the arbitrary shoul” be abol- 
ished. In other words, that we 
should have free trade between TIll- 
nois and Missouri in a sense upon 
equitable terms. He further de- 
clared that the public interest would 
be at all times paramount. That we 
should have cheaper gas and electric 
light, that we should abolish grade 
crossings by compelling the railroads 
to elevate or depress their tracks at 
street crossings, and that this should 
be done at the cost of the railroads 
and not at the expense of the city. 

Committee Was Final. 

We were further assured that the 
City Central Committee, which rep- 
resents and is the party organiza- 
tion, would be recognized in all ap- 
pointments to be made, and that the 
patronage at the hands of the Mayor 
should never be used against any 
Republican or against the Repub- 
lican organization. That the Repub- 
lican workers should be recognized: 
that the Republican committee 
should be heard and its advice fol- 
lowed so long as the recommenda- 
tions were good. Bear in mind, that 
the Republican City Central Com- 
mittee of today is composed of the 
same men who labored for and con- 
tributed to the election of the Mayor. 
It is the same committee that con- 
ducted, his campaign in the various

wards, and is, I believe, entitled to 
the credit for his election. 

Does it not seem that the Mayor 
is about to break his pledge that the 
patronage should never be used 
against the Republican organiza- 
tion? We are informed by the daily 
press that a pie counter, with jobg 
on it, has been established, presided 
over by the Mayor's private secre- 
tary. And that the men who as 
committeemen labored day in and 
day out for the election of the 
Mayor have no part in the distribu- 
tion of this patronage, except such 
committeemen as yield their judg- 
ment to his and become his vassals 
to punish friends of the Republican 
party. 

Mayor Fighting Him, 

Why is the Mayor making this 
fight on me? We are led to under- 
stand that he is grieviously offend- 
ed at me because I opposed the 
ordinance granting to the Terminal 
Association certain rights in what 
is known as the Ranken. tract. Bear 
in mind that under that ordinance 
the Terminal Association was to 
pay to the City of St. Louis a mil- 
lion dollars and was granted in re- 
turn valuable concessions.

It shall be my policy to com- 
plete as speedily as possible the 
free bridge in order to destroy and 
abolish the arbitrary, and yet he 
proposed to give the Terminal asso- 
ciation this vast and valuable con- 
cession without insisting that the 
arbitrary be abolished.

| bitrary was hot seriously considered, 
but in 10 years its growth has been 
marvelous and if not checked now, 
10 years hence it will be able to con- 
trol without fear or favor, the com- 
merce and business interests of this 
city, and to the detriment of every 
1an, woman and child within our 
corporate limits. 

Concerning the Slate. 

BM is charged by Mr. Reynolds, 
if he is correctly quoted, in a 
Demociatic organ of Wednesday 
morning, that the Central Commit- 
tee should not have recommended 
any set of names for the various 
offices to be filled thig fall.

HOSPITAL DISLIKE 
ERRAND BOY JOBS 


“Get Together” River Ex- 
cursion Gives Opportunity 
for Making Protest. 








LIMIT ON EXPERIENCE 





Objectors Declare Present 


Regime Prevents Them 
From Learning. 





The “get together” river excursion 
to quarantine Friday attended by the 
members of the City Hospital Board, 
Commissioner John C. Morfit and 80 
internes, doctors, and nurses connect- 
ed with the institution, was not as 
harmonious as it was intended to 
be. 

The internes object to becoming 
“errand boys” for the doctors of the 
visiting staff of the City Hospital, 


and voiced their complafnts strongly 
to the board during the trip. Chair- 


| man Ben F. Gray Jr. of the board 
‘gave the intefnes to understand that 


the visiting staff of physicians are in 
charge of the conduct of the City 
Hospital, and that the internes must 
work under their directions. 

The internes pass an examination 
before they become connected with 
the hospital. They work without 
salary to get the experience. They 
complained to the board that they 
are not getting the experience they 
anticipated. . 

Get No Opportunity to Learn. 

In their complaint they stated that the 
visiting staff is usurping the rights of 
the internes and lessens their chances of 
getting actual practice. They told the 
board that the members of the visiting 
staff, under the new administration of 


perform operations without consulting 
the internes or allowing them to handle 
the cases long enough to give to them 
the experience they are seeking. 

The internes made an open demand for 
a square deal. They objected to Dr. 
Morfit’s rule compelling the internes to 
enter and leave the hospital by the front 
door and give a sort of history of their 
travels during their absence. This is 
one of the rules promulgated by Dr. 
Morfit when he announced that the pub- 
lic hospital should be conducted under 
rules as similar as possible to those of 
private institutions. 

It is cited that under the old rules in 
force before the advent of Dr. Morfit 
and his “private hospital’ promulga- 
tions, the death rate was lowcr than at 
present, and at the same time afforded 
the internes a chance to get the je- 
sired experience in controlling cases 
in the hospital. In June, 1909, there 
were 92 deaths at the City Hospital. In 
tie same month this year there were 1)? 
deaths, althotgh the aumber of pa- 
tients was not quite as large as in June 
of last year. 

Rules Declared Only Temporary. 

Chairman Ben. F. Gray, Jr., of the Hos- 
pital Board, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Saturday that the internes had 
nade some complaints corcetning the 
munagement of the hospital during the 
Morfit administration. and said that the 
rules now in force are only temporary. 

“The excursion was a sort of get to- 
gether trip,” he’ said. “Some of the 
complaints of the internes were war- 
ranted, I am convinced, and the board 
will make a further investigation in the 
hope that the defects can be remedied 
to the satisfaction of all concerned. I 
gave the internes to understand that pa- 
tients in the hospital are in charge of 
the physicians of the visiting staff, and 
that the internes must work under the 
direction of the visiting staff.’’

James O'Neil, a machinist for the 
Schwartz Machine Co., one of the joy 
riders, was cut and bruised, but was 
able to go home alone. 


Automobile Damaged. 
The county accident occurred just 


before midnight Friday. The truck 
wagon was being driven by John 
Harmann of Florissant, St. Louis 


County, east along the road. Under 
it was a lighted lantern, to warn 
other vehicles. Harmann does not 
know how the accident occurred, the 
machine hitting the truck wagon 
from the rear and smashing that end 
of it. 

The front of the automobile was 
caved in by the force of the impact, 
indicating a high rate of speed, and 
all its occupants were thrown into 
the road.

end and be ready to give assistance

The aeroplane Harmon uses was 
brought to this country by Paulhan 
last winter and it was in this machine 
that the daring French aviator made all 
his flights while in America. 

When Paulhan skipped away from 
he felt utterly

and intimated that he would never re- 
turn again. But Harmon thinks that

Congressman’s Machine Tested. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., July 23.—Tests of 
the machine invented by Congressman 
Butler Ames of Massachusetts for the 
purpose of navigating the air are under 
way at the naval academy before the 
board of officers composed of Lieuten- 
ant-Commander Frank Lyon and Lieuts. 
Charles P. Snyder and Chariton R. 
Kear. 

Much interest is being taken in the

The name “aeroplane” is entirely a mis- 
nomier, as there are no planes about it. 
The élevation is to be regulated by the 
speed of the cylinders, while the pro- 
peller will have the function of driving 
it ferward only. #

TRADE UNIONISM AND CAPITAL- 
IsM, 

R. CHARLES W. ELIO?’s two 
[) lectures delivered at Kenyon Col- 
lege in October, 1909, on the sub- 

jects “The Future of Trade Unionism 
in a Democracy” and “The Future of 
Capitalism in a Democracy,” have been 


both unionism and capitalism. Union- 
ism is looked upon all through as a 
“labor monopoly,” something that au- 
gurs danger to democracy, and that 
ought to be put out of commission. 
President Eliot seems to look upon trade 
unionism from the outside, as it were. 
He is a complete stranger to the inside. 
Unlike Prof. J. R. Commons of Wis- 
consin University, Dr. Eliot fails to 
grasp the reasons for the existence of 
trade unionism, its mission and the rea- 
sons for many of the rulings of unions 
which he regards as ménopolistic and 
arbitrary. | 

On turning to the chapter dealing 
with capitalism, the reader is aston- 
ished at the almost total absence of the 
word monopoly. Dr. Eliot seems to re- 
gard capitalists as guardians of the rest 
of the world. He looks upon things 
from the point of view of feudalism. He 
pleads that the capitalist, who is the 
feudal lord of the.day, should take good 
care of those who work for him. He 
urges the capitalist to be a good 
guardian of the wealth intrusteé to him 
and to use it so as to help those who 
labor for him. 

How this point of view can be 
squared with democracy is hard to com- 
prehend. A democracy with a capital- 
istic guardianship would certainly be a 
paradox. That it is unsafe to trust to 
such a guardianship can easily be ar- 
gued from the fact that any attempt at 
obtaining increase in wages, shorter 
work days, better condition of labor, is 
resisted by those whom Dr. Eliot re- 
gards as the guardians of the laboring 
people. Democracy, it would appear, 
must find a better way of solving the 
problem of trade unionism and capital- 
ism than the one proposed by the ex- 
president of Harvard. (G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons.) 





“THE AMERICAN IN PARIS.” 
é¢ HE American in Paris,’ d*-bio- 
7 graphical novel of the Franco- 
Prussian War by Eugene Cole- 
man Savidge, was first published in 1895, 
but a third edition is now issued to 
meet the continued demand for a most 
unusual and interesting story. The au- 
thor tells in a dramatio spirit the stir- 
ring tale first conceived during his stu- 
dent days in the French capital, and 
vividly presents a series of realistic 
pen-pictures of the epochal war that 
created the German Empire and made 
France a republic. There: are also 
scme vital descriptions of the siege 
of Paris and the stormy days of the 
Commune, and across the pages of Mr. 
Savidge’s book march such stately his- 
toric figures as Bismarck, Von Moltke, 
old Emperor William, Napoleon III, 
Empress Eugenie, Thiers, Jules Favre, 
Marshals Mac Mahon and Bazaine, the 
American Gens. Grant,’ Sherman and 
Sheridan, and Emile Zola, the great 
French novelist. He also attests to 
the truth that these impressive charac- 
ters are the authors of the words placed 
in their mouths, these utterances hav- 
ing been taken from official proclama- 
tions, authentic reports, memoirs and 
descriptive writings. The book is dis- 
tinctly and wholesomely Americam in 
spirit. (Lippincott.) 





“OUT OF THE NIGHT.” 

UT of the Night,” addition- 
ally heralded as “‘a novel of 
life, love and mystery,’’ is a 

story by Mrs. Baillie Reynolds not by 
any means so luridly melodramatic as 
such captioning would seem. to indi- 
cate. Quite to the contrary, indeed, it 
“delivers the goods” in rather admir- 
able form, and, while possessing a cer- 
tain thrill that makes most potent ap- 
peal to the multitude, presents also a 
deftness in characterization and a dis- 
tinctive local atmosphere that commend 
it with considerable genuineness to read- 
ers who demand something more than 
the conventional spinal shock of the 
exclusively ‘‘exciting’’ novel.

The 
hest feature of the work, to readers 
of quiet mood, is the excellent pictur- 
ing of character-types existing in a 
sleepy English hamlet remote from 
railway lines.

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“THE TORIES OF CHIPPENY HILL.” 


F quaintly curlous interest is “The 
C) Tories of Chippeny Hill,” being 
“a brief account of the Loya'- 
ists of Bristol, Plymouth and Harwin- 
ton, who founded St. Matthew’s Church 
in East Plymouth in 1791," by E. Leroy 
Pond, a descendant of one of the Con- 
necticut supporters of King George IV, 
whose troublous experiences are here 
related. 

In this little book we learn that fidel- 
ity to the Church of England had most 
to do with the Loyalist alignment of 
these men in the days of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, their leader, indeed, be- 
ing ‘a designing church clergyman,” 
and that a sincere conviction of the sin 
of “disloyalty’’ animated them to op- 
pose the revolt of the colonies. Thuy 
had a parlous time of it. One of their 
number, Moses Dunbar, was executei 
as a traitor during the Revolutionary 
War, all were hunted to cover until the 
‘‘Tory Den,” a secret cavern in a tall 
cliff facing Chippeny Hill became their 
hiding place, and this refuge, a photu- 
graph of which is picturesquely repro- 
duced, is famous to this day in Con- 
necticut annals. The simply-told story 





of the Tories’ adventures is inherently 
dramatic, giving the American reader 
whose own ancestors, perhaps, chanced 
to be patriots of the Revolution, a 
piquant glimpse at those strenuous days | 
from a new and not uninstructive view- 
point. There are always two sides to 
every quarrel, we must remember. 

The book is dedicated ‘‘to the vener- 
able Rev. X. A. Welton, discoverer of 
the Tory Den, and rescuer of the Tories 
from the field of legend,” and, in his 
introduction the author says: “In this 
attempt to weld together a collection 
of facts directly and iIndtrectly concern- 
ing the lives of that Tory clan, the 
writer is greatly indebted to the re- 
search and assistance of Rev. X. A. 
Welton of Redlands, Cal., who is un- 
ashamed of his Tory ancestry.” (Grat- 
ton Press, New York.)

WHERE EXPERTS BLUNDER. 

Railroading is one of the modern sciences. 

Every expert in the business insists that it is a 
‘gcience; that it must be studied scientifically; 
that its scientific principles must be thoroughly 
mastered before it is,posible for even the great- 
est minds to comprehend it. 

All this comes home to St. Louis now. It 
comes: hard and straight, as might be said, from 
the shoulder, on calmly reviewing the scientific 
aspects of the discussion of terminals by the sci- 
entific experts of the Terminal combination.

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WAR PRACTICE ACCIDENTS. 

We are told that the explosion of the 12-inch 
gun at Fortress Monroe was due to a failure of 
the safety devices to work properly, but the com- 
mandant is quoted as baying: “Just how they 
failed to operate will probably ‘never be known. 
Every member of the detachment who could ex- 
plain it was killed.” 

A somewhat similar conclusion follows almost 
every accident of the kind. Guns expiode, maga- 
zines blow up, gun turrets are shattered, here 
and there, wherever the art of war is being prac- 
ticed or played at, but no one ever learns ex- 
actly how the disaster occurred. Those who 
might have been able to explain it are always 
killed. 

It will be recalled that a short time ago a sci- 
entific “alarmist” charged that the high ex- 








plosives of modern armaments are of such a. 


chemical nature that they deteriorate rapidly and 
are liable to spontaneous explosion when kept for 
a long time. How far the charge is justified only 
the experts who have inside knowledge of such 
matters can say. All that is known to the public 
is that premature explosions of guns and powder 
stores of the United States, of Great Britain and 
of France have become remarkably frequent, and 
no one is ever able to tell just how or why they 
occurred.

We do not believe that any such power as that 
conferred on the Health Commissioner in the 
new health bill just passed by the Municipal 
Assembly should be given into any man’s hands. 
The greatest precautions should be provided. to 
guard against contagion and infection. The best 
scientific methods and the best devices should be 
used to preserve the public health and to ward 
off danger from the healthful. The Health Com- 
missioners should have power to compel the 
elimination of danger to others by using placards 
and reasonable regtraint or isolation. 

But this measure gives to the Health Commis- 
sioner for many diseases, in some of which con- 
tagion or infection can be prevented by ordinary 
precautions, absolute power over the houses, 
apartments, property, bodies and actions of those 
afflicted and their families. He can arrest per- 
sons suffering from any one of a score of diseases, 
take them out of their homes and force them into 
a hospital. The sick have no rights or liberties 
against the power the bill’ would confer upon the 
Health Commissioner. The bill is chiefly intend- 
ed to empower the Commissioner to act in the 
cases of poor persons, but the poor have rights 
which should be respected by the community. 
There should be freedom for everyone in the 
choice of the methods of treating disease. 

In view of the shocking reports of neglect and 
maltreatment of patients of the city hospital, it 
would be wiser for the authorities to provide 
better accommodations and care for those who 
are sent to them, without turning the hospitals 
into jails for the incarceration of the afflicted. 

The Mayor should veto the health bill in his 
hands and demand a reasonable measure more 
in accordance with American principles and hu- 
mane civilization. ) |

Those who see it from curiosity 
and are attracted by it as an entertainment must 
undergo an immediate condemnation to live their 
own lives afterward on the level of their own 
sympathies as thus shown and gratified. it is a 
pity that anywhere so brutalizing a spectacle 
should be open to 1500 or 15 spectators. 
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That El Hermes Fonseca, President Elect of 
Brazil, has time to visit this country before en- 
tering upon his office is curious. Imagine a presi- 
dent elect of the United States doing a tour of 
Europe between election and inauguration day! 
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A TIP FROM BUENOS AYBEES. 

Buenos Ayres has a population of nearly 
1,500,000, and for that reason might be expected 
to do better in the way of municipal improve- 
ments than St. Louis, with its 690,000 people. But 
as more than half of the population of Buenos 
Ayres are foreigners, the South American city 
suffers under a handicap which makes its show- 
ing remarkable. 

The latest news from the city by the banks of 
La Plata River is that its million and a half 
of mixed Spanish, Portuguese, German, English, 
Italian and Indian is to be blessed with a compre- 
hensive system of electrically operated subways. 
They have plenty of electric surface lines, but 
the people have protested so strenuously against 
being packed together like cattle that the city 
government has passed the necessary ordinances 
for relief, and a couple of tramway companies 
with headquarters in Belgium have obtained the 
contracts to build a subway system. 

St. Louls has talked subway for several years. 
Buenos Ayres will have a complete subway sys- 
tem before St. Louis has made up its mind on 
the subject. And yet the difficulties in construc- 
tion are greater in Buenos Ayres than in St. 
Louis, because the South American city is hardly

Buenos Ayres was troubled for years about the 
deep water problem. Ships had to unload 14 
miles below the city... They got over this by 
constructing magnificent docks, permitting ves- 
sels drawing 22 feet to anchor close to the prin- 
cipal business section of the city.

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FOOD PRODUCTS AND THE FARM- 
ER. 

From the New York World. 

A comparison of the market and res- 
taurant prices printed in Collier’s Week- 
ly illustrates in detail the enormous ap- 
preciation in value which takes place in 
the transit of food from the farm to the 
hotel table. The capon for which the 
guest is charged $6 is worth $1.80 to the 
farmer and $2.10 to the market man. For 
the six-pound planked steak served for 
$4 the retail dealer received $1.38, the 
wholesaler 99 cents, the cattleman 48 
cents. A portion of two lamb chops, 
worth 7 cents at wholesale and 83 cents 
on the hoof, costs the guest 680 cents. 
For a short pint of raspberries he pays 
the shipper’s price of five pints. His 
$1.50 portion of asparagus’ could have 
been obtained in’ the market for 35 
cents and from the farmer for 19 cents. 
A cucumber worth 2% cents increases to 
30 cents by the time it reaches the res- 
taurant patron. Grape fruit appreciates 
more than 500 per cent in transit; 800, if 
compariséns are made with prices at the 
docks. If farmers were paid for their 
potatoes at the rate charged on certain 
hotel bills of fare, they would receive 
$96 a bushel. The cost at a high-class 
restaurant of a single egg, transfornted, 
it is true, by all the chef’s art, equals 
the cost of a dozen in the market. 

It is estimated that an entire beef car- 
cass yields an average return to a Fifth 
avenue restaurant of $1.50 a pound. The 
utter disproportion between the pro- 
ducer’s and the hotel keeper's profit 
from food is only a minor phase of the 
cost of living problem. But it affords 
a striking illustration of how, under the 
present system of dealing in commodi- 
ties, the production of food has been 
made commercially the least important 
of all the processes it undergoes from 
the farm to the consumer.

Of all Young’s rivals, Mathewson 
of the Giants has the best record, and 
he has won only 21 games. 

In his 21 years in the big leagues, 
Young has failed only three times to win 
more than half of his games. In 1905 
he came within one of breaking even, 
but he was handicapped by having the 
disorganized Boston club behind him. At 
that, his record was about equal to that 
of the Boston club. The next two years 
the Bostons went all to pleces and 
finished with marks of .318 and .396, 
which were much lower than Young’s 
percentage of victories.

5 DOWNWARD; 
DORN IS FIRM | 


»|Domestic Crop News More 


Favorable; Foreign News 
Is Mixed. 





The price of wheat continued to 
depreciate in today’s market. The sgeli- 
ing was not pronounced but the pres- 
sure sufficient to Cause a slight sagging 


1 4 all along the line. 


Sentiment among the professionals is 
gradually becoming more beurish. They 
assert that the market is beginning to 
ignore bad news. That the crop reports 
have no doubt been exaggerated., thar 
the movement of new wheat should jn- 
crease, that the cash market is poor, 
and that the market is overbougcht, and 
being carried into dangerous ground I: 
other words they claim that about all 
the bad news is out, unless the crop 
news is to become calamitous the world 
over. 

Spring wheat reports were more fa- 
vorable, with rain being reported in 
many sections of the growing area. The 
winter wheat belt was clear and pro- 
pitious for harvest, and the new crop 
movement. Scattered showers were re- 
ported in Russia. French advices were 
again unfavorable. 

The Liverpool market opened under 
pressure, on reports of rain in Russia. 
A rally followed on French damage ad- 
vices and an urgent demand from the 
Continent for cargoes arriving and on 
passage. World’s shipments are ex- 
pected to be under requirements, and 
a further decrease in the visible is in- 
dicated. Prices closed barely steady on 
the late ease in Paris markets. 

Broomhall cabled: “Our agent at 
Odessa cables that weather in South- 
west Russia has been cooler with 
light scattered showers, and this will 
help relieve the drouth.” 

Kansas City received 482,400 bu of 
wheat, against 424,200 bu last year; 
shipped 181,200 bu, against 113,400 bu 
last year. 

Primary receipts of wheat were 
988,012 bu, against 1,182,921 bu last 
year; shipments 550,490 bu, against 
406,321 bu last year. 

Minneapolis had 105 cars of wheat, 
against 140 last week, 73 last year 
and 205 two years ago. Duluth re- 
ceived 60, last week 20, last year 4, 
two years ago, 47. Winnipeg re- 
ceived 144, last week 120, iast year 37. 

Baltimore wired they had cable ac- 
ceptances of wheat from Rotterdam 
and Antwerp. 

Local receipts of wheat were 190,- 
551 bu, of which 957 sacks, 127 cars 
local ‘and 80 through; last year 193,445 
bu. or 4642 sacks, 175 cars local and 
8 through. 

Baltimore later reported that Antwerp 
accepted all steamer wheat offered; six 
loads. That market reported 70,000 bu. 
of September wheat sold for $1.05, or 
1%c higher than Friday night’s close, 
showing the export demand. 

Export clearances of wheat and flour 
were 75,000 bu.; of corn, 122,000 bu.; of 
oats, 28,000 bu. Country acceptances 
were large, especially from Illinois and 
indiana. 

Cash wheat soft winter off 2c; hard 
winter lc. Largest receipts on the crop 
end not sufficient demand to take of- 
ferings. Some outside milters buying 
and local taking requirements 

Cash corn “%c lower and 4emand 
stock; local buyers supplied and takirg 
few cars. Shipping orders moderate 

Cash oats 1@2%c_ lower, increasing 
mostly No. 2 white. Demand iimited 
as larger receipts looked for. Orders 
searce and. local buyers holding off. 

The drift of corn was upward and the 
market received good support at all 
times. Reports of damage were coming 
in from Oklahoma and talk was heard 
of not sufficient moisture in Iowa and 
Nebraska. 

Snow says: ‘‘While present condition 
of corn is, satisfactory the rain through 
Nebraska and Iowa has been light and 
scattered and further dry weather 
would make trouble in this part of the 
belt.”” 

Oats were lower on more liberal spec- 
ulative and cash offers and slightly im- 
proved crop reports. Longs were free 
sellers at the higher levels. 

Local receipts of corn were 62,400 bu, 
of which 33 cars local and 19 through; 
last year, 61,600 bu, or 28 cars local and 
w through. 

Local receipts of oats were 57,800 bu, 
or 24 cars local and 10 through; last 
year, 64,000 ou, or 39 cars local and 1 
through.
